After  this  victory,  the  team  proceeded  to 
also  take  the  Regional  championship  by  winning  the 
competition  at  Eastern  Illinois  University.  This  finish 
allowed  the  Jets  to  advance  to  the  State  competition, 
which  was  held  at  the  U of  I.  While  there,  Clinton 
captured  the  fourth  place  title. 

The  Jets  conducts  academic  tests  in  the  areas  of 
mathematics,  chemistry,  physics,  biology,  English,  en- 
gineering graphics,  and  computer  fundamentals.  These 
written  tests  generally  contain  twenty-five  to  one  hun- 
dred questions,  and  the  student  has  only  forty  minutes 
to  complete  the  tests.  Each  student  is  permitted  to  take 
only  two  of  these  tests,  and  team  results  are  based  on 
the  overall  performance  of  the  group.  Richland  com- 
munity college  offers  a full,  onc-ycar  scholarship  to 
any  first  place  winner.  Along  with  a team  trophy  for 
placing  fourth  in  the  state,  the  members  were  also  giv- 
en a medallion  for  their  participation  and  final  team 
finish.
